SAFE SWIMMING 
This is the open season for the g reatest of all 
sports, swimming . It is one of the finest recre­ 
ations, ex ercises and stimu lators in which one 
can indu lg e in hot weather. 
As for the many ru les laid down for safe 
swimming , if all of the safeg u ards for a g ood 
swim, adv ised by au thorities, were followed to 
the letter, comparativ ely few of u s cou ld ev er 
know the joy of a refreshing dip, u nless we were 
so fortu nately situ ated that a lake, seashore or 
modern swimming pool was av ailable at all 
times. 
There is no intention of ridicu ling common 
sense ru les th at shou ld be observ ed in indu lg ing 
in this fine su mmer recreation, bu t to ev ery boy 
and many men who are still boy s at heart, the 
old swimming hole ev er has a lu re that can’t lie 
resisted. 
While it is tru e drowning s do not accou nt for 
all the deaths from swimming each su mmer, 
there are many who hav e no access to sanitary 
pools, lake or seashore, and mu st take a chance 
wdien they enter the water. They can be reason­ 
ably certain as to its pu rity , howev er, if the 
water is mov ing and is cleansing itself. Of cou rse, 
the risk that accompanies swimming in stag nant 
water shou ld not he taken. 
Aside from the w ater’s pu rity , there arc other 
simple ru les for safe and sane swimming that 
ev ery boy shou ld know and u nderstand, else he 
may pay with his life for his lolly . 
No one shou ld g o in the water when ov er­ 
heated becau se of the dang er of cramps. Neither 
shou ld one swim immediately after eating . An 
interv al of at least twro hou rs shou ld elapse be­ 
tween meal time and swimming time. - 
The splendid reconditioning effects of swim­ 
ming are lost when the swimmer remains in the 
water u ntil ov er tired, and an u ndesirable re­ 
action is su bstitu ted. The beneficial effects of 
a swim can best be felt by not remaining in the 
water long er than thirty minu tes. 
Allowing wet clothes to dry on the body is re­ 
g arded as a dang erou s practice that may lead to 
seriou s complications. It is mu ch better to en­ 
ter the water sev eral times daily , taking a brisk 
ru b after each swim and chang ing into dry 
clothing . 
If these simple reg u lations arc followed, tfie 


chances are that y ou will enjoy a fu ll su mmer of 
this hu e sport with no u npleasant ex periences.
